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The  Safety  Fire  Bucket  Tank  and  Buckets 
are  made  of  heavy  Galvanized  Iron,  and  arc 
lined  to  prevent  rust. 

The  tanks  are  japanned  red  on  the  outside, 
and  have  a hinge  cover  which  closes  down  on  :

The  solution,  in  contact  with  flame, 
forms  a gas  which  has  a fire-destroying  capac-* 
ity  equal  to  many  times  the  same  quantity 
of  water. 

Where,  the  tanks  are  to  be  used  in  exposed 
places,  we  furnish  a compound  that  will  not 
freeze  in  zero  weather.  The  solution  contains 
no  acid,  and  is  harmless;  it  does  not  lose  its 
efficiency  with  age. 

When  the  six  buckets  have  been  removed, 
there  is  enough  solution  left  in  the  tank  to 
refill  four  of  the  buckets. 

The  tank,  being  ornamental,  can  be  put  in 
a conspicuous  place,  where  it  will  be  sure  to  be  ' * 
seen  and  used  in  case  of  fire.  Fire-pails  are 
unsightly,  take  up  much  space,  and  need  refill- 
ing frequently,  and  are  usually  found  wanting 
at  the  critical  moment.  Even  then  the  water 
in  them  becomes  stagnant  and  foul-smelling, 
and  is  liable  to  be  used  for  other  purposes.
